Hyacinths. 


For certainty and regularity of bloom, Hyacinths are unsurpassed by any other flowers. 
The simplicity of their culture and the invariable return for the little labor required to grow 
them, make them general favorites. Plant in open ground, in good rich soil, from Novem- 
ber to January, covering to the depth of from 3 to 4 inches. For pot culture, plant in 
5-ineh pots, leaving one-third of the bulb exposed. Keep in a cool dark place for 5 or 6 
weeks till the roots are fully developed, then gradually inure to the light. Im glasses, fill 
the glass with water, so as to nearly touch the base of the bulb. A piece of charcoal the 
size of a walnut, put into the water, will keep it pure and obviate frequent changing. In 
changing the water, draw the roots lightly through the hand, to clean them from any scum, 
which might, if left, induce rot.
